Epirok PRESS AND TimMes.—I am 
so much accustomed to _ injustice 
and misrepresentation of late that 
a simple word spoken justly of me in a 
is most gratefully appre- 
ciated; I therefore thank you for the 
statement in your paper of yesterday 
that Iam “a Grant manand a national 
Repulican.””

The cotton purchased 
by the ment shall be sold in New York 
at a price not less than five cents per pound in 


advance of the purchase price, not reckoning 
the of transportation, storage, etc., as 
part of the latter ; but manufacturers of cotton 
within the United States shall be allowed a 
drawback of two and a half cents ya poet 
upon all cotton used by them, and a full re- 
port of all transactions under the foregoing 
provisions shall be laid before Congress at the 
commencement of every regular session. 


AT a meeting of citizens last even- 
ing, we understand committees were

Yet martial 
law was declared in this very county, not- 
withstanding the effort to avert or render 
it unnecessary... Officers were appointed 
to organize militia, The State was divided 
into four districts. Generals Catterson, 
Mallory and another were sent to the 


Southern Districts, while General Upbam 


took command ofthe Northern. Whether 


Governor Clayton had any right to pro- 
claim martial law, ia not the question for 
discussion in this article; but the measure 
was undoubtedly injurious tothecountry.
